UNITED STATES POSTAL SERVICE INTERRUPTION AND EMERGENCY

In addition, if a party attempts to deposit correspondence for del. very t the 
USPTO wtth the USPS by Express Mail under 37 CFR 1.10 ("Express Mail Post Office to Addressee ) 
and the USPS refuses to accept such correspondence, the party is advised to take the > fo towing 
a Son: mail the correspondence to the USPTO by ^^^XS^SbSSJm The 
oerson who oriainally attempted to deposit the correspondence with the USPS by Express m an. i ne 
staTemem musKd cate L date on which the person attempted to deposit the correspondence with 
thfuSPS and I Sthe USPS refused to accept the correspondence. The statemen must be signed 
in accordance with 37 CFR 10.18. The correspondence should be ma.led as set out in 37 CFR 1.1(a) 
and include the special box designation: BOX FILING DATE. 

Where mail is put into an Express Mail "Drop Box" and given an incorrect "date in". 

In some cases a person may use an Express Mail "drop box" |f<o^Mta local post 
office is not accepting Express Mail. In that situation, the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .10(d) may appry. 
Usuallv 37 CFR 1.10(d) is invoked where correspondence is placed in an Express Mail drop box

Alternative Procedure Invoking "Extraordinary Circumstances" 

If a party can demonstrate that due to extraordinary circumstances the above proce dures could I not be 
Mowed it will be necessary to file a petition under 37 C.F.R. 1.183 (patent matter) or 2 146(a)(5) and 
2 l^demaS matter) to waive ^requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1.10 to permit the USPTO to accord 
the correspondence a filing date as of the date that Express Mail deposi was attempted Such a 
petition mSst be accompanied by a statement by the person who ongmally attempted to deposit the 
Sn-espondence with the USPS by Express Mail, stating the date that the deposit was attempted and 
mat the USPS refused to accept the correspondence, and be signed by such person subject to the 
conditions prescribed in 37 CFR 10.18. 

Certificates of Mailing Under 37 CFR 1.8 

Parties submitting correspondence to the USPTO are reminded that 37 CFR 18 (certificate ' of mailing 
or transmission practice) does not provide for according a filing date as of the date of deposrt wrth ^the 
USPS to correspondence submitted under 37 CFR 1.8. Therefore, it would be inappropnate to file a 
petition under 37 CFR 1 .183 or 2.146(a)(5) and 2.148 to waive the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .8.
